NO STEPS BACKWARD 


Townships Having Voted for Cash 


Tax Cannot Return to Old System. 
On Wednesday Judge Woods filed 
an opinion on road taxation of great 
interest to all townships of the sec- 
ond class throughout the state. 
The Act of April 12, 1905, provides 
"That any township may, by a ma- 
jority vote of the electors thereof, at 
the February municipal election, af- 
ter thirty days prior notice thereof, 
change the system of taxation for 
working the public roads," and also 
that each township, which shall have 
abolished the work tax shall receive 
annually from the state 15 percen- 
tum of the amount of road tax col- 
lected in the township. 
In accordance with this Act, the 
Township of Broad Top, at the Feb- 
ruary election in 1907, adopted a 
cash system of taxation for road pur- 
poses, which system was in force un- 
til the last February election, when 
the voters of the township again vot- 
ed on the question of changing their 
system of taxation and a majority 
voted in favor of changing back to 
work tax. 
The right of the township to vote 


back to the work system has been a 
matter of considerable controversy 
and on April 21st D. C. Reiley, Esq., 
attorney for the Road Supervisees of 
Broad Top Township, representing T. 
S. Figard, William Lauder and Wil- 
liam J. Winter, Supervisors, present- 
ed a petition to the court asking for 
a decision on the question. 
Judge Woods in his opinion holds 
that Broad Top Township, having 
changed its system of taxation for 
road purposes, and having adopted 
the cash system under the provisions 
of the Act of April 12, 1905, had no 
right to again change its system of 
road taxation from the cash system 
to some other one, and that the elec- 
tion held on the 16th day of Febru- 
ary, 1909, on this question, was with- 
out legal authority and of no effect, 
and directs the Supervisors to pro- 
ceed to fulfill the duties of their of- 
fice as provided by the Act of 1905.

_Jn the Far South—A Modem City— 


Condition of Crops. 


Greenville, Miss., April 24, 1909. 


This is called "The Queen City of 


*he Delta;" 'tis the county seat of 
Washington County, a very young 
municipality of rapid strides; a mod- 
ern city of 1'2,000 inhabitants. The 
water is pure, soft and delicious with 
some artificial ice in it. This is con- 
sidered a very healthy city and to see 
the 
that it is a city of great wealth, 
which it is. It is on the bank of the 
Father of Waters and boats pass here 
daily between many local points and 
the big boats that ply between Vicks- 
burg and Memphis. 


The principal of the high school 


says that twenty-three years ago he 
came to Greenville to teach in its 
public schools. 
At that time there 


was but one school for male and fe- 
male pupils. 
Then there were five 


teachers and about one hundred pu- 
pils, while today there are eight 
hundred pupils and thirty teachers. 


Among the big concerns here out- 


side of lumber are the three large 
-wholesale groceries. 
The Crawford 


Grocery Company is, I think, the lar- 
gest and with a corps of men at its 
head such as are there today it can't 
help but succeed in the future as it 
has done in the past. 


The electric lights here are all run 


on the meter system and it is a sav- 
ing all around. The charge is ten 
cents per kilowatt; 'tis the lowest 
price of any that I know. The Hotel 
Cowan is the main hotel. It is said 
that its erection began a new style 
of architecture and that it was the 
first real up-to-date building the city 
had for quite a while. Hotel Cowan 
has the reputation of being the finest 
between Memphis and New Orleans 
It is deservedly popular in most all 


kind from fire. 


This city covers two and a half 


square miles. 
It is a great cotton 


center, and the land for many miles 
around that ten to fifteen years ago 
could have Aeen purchased for that 
amount per acre today sells readily 
at $40. In this soil an acre of land 
will always make two bales of cotton. 
It grows as high as your head. They 
must sometimes get on stilts to pick 
the crop, while in other sections one 
walks all day on his knees which are 
well padded for the occasion. 


Alfalfa grows here as nowhere 


else. 
The planter gets four or five 


crops each season and gets three Lo 
five tons to the acre each cutting. 


No booze is sold here, but all the 


signs are not down yet. I saw this 
one today: 
"A little whiskey now and then 
Is relished by the best of men; 
It smooths the wrinkles out of- care 
And makes ac^s high look like two 


pair." 


I am told that they get along very 


well without the booze, still Memphis 
sends daily about a carload of it to 
private parties, which will stop July 
1st.

respectively, Rainsburg and the sur- 
rounding community of Trinity Re- 
formed Church had the exceptional 
opportunity of hearing a talk on 
Europe and Bible Lands, given under 
the auspices of the P. O. S. of A., by 
Captain I. K. Little. 


Seldom in country districts is there 
such an opportunity presented to en- 
joy such a rare treat. 
It was the 
writer's good fortune to be a listener 
on thft occasion, while the speaker 
for almost an hour and a half held 
his audience spell-bound with his 
vivid description of scenes and places 
he had visited. 


While it is true that the progress 
in material things, such as steam and 
electricity, have made the continents 
of Europe and Asia onr next door 


neighbors, yet often when we study 
our bible and the land with which it! 
is so intimately connected wo are apt • 
to think of the characters and places 
as existing in a shadowy and mys- 
terious atmosphere. 


But the speaker, in his charming; 


and fascinating way, seemed to paint 
in real and vivid pictures the scenes 
and places that had come under his 
notice. 
Having traveled over the 
greater portion of Europe, becoming 
acquainted with the historical places 
of Old World monarchies, he is in a 
position to give his hearers the bene- 
fit of a strong mind, well stored with ' 
knowledge gained" in his travels. 


As he spoke of the Pyramids of 
Egypt, built ages ago of such solid 
and massive masonry, these .silent 
witnesses of by-gone years seemed to 
loom up before the audience in all 
their splendor. 
The Sphynx, too, 


with her ugly lace, seemed less hide- 
ous after having been brought across 
the Atlantic's surging waves and pre- 


sented in word picture. 
His visit ro 
Rome, the seat of ancient power and 
glory, seemed replete with splendor 
as well as interest. 


The climax of interest was reach- 


ed, however, when he spoke of his 
landing at Joppa, and going from 
thence by rail to Jerusalem. To those 
in this country who have only travel- 
ed the "Jericho Road" in imagina- 
tion, his description seemed real and 
fascinating. The Dead Sea, with its 
past history clustering around it, 
seemed to possess an 
additional 
charm under his masterly hand. 


The foregoing are but glimpses of 


the rare treat which the people of 
Friend's Cove and Rainsburg had an 
opportunity of enjoying, but which 
was not as well patronized as it 
might have been. 
What is true of 
church gatherings in the Cove seems 
also to have been true of this gather- 
ing, namely, "coming late." 


Friends, let us get out of that old 
rut, and move along with the rest of 


the world. Let us make an effort to 
be prompt. 
We will all feel better 


if we "get the habit" of doing things 
promptly. Let us try it.

There would be a warm welcome for 


Barnabas and Saul from the Chris- 
tians at Antioch on their return from 
Jerusalem, and John Mark, Barnabas' 
sister's son, whom they had brought 
with them (xii, 25), would probably 
find himself In a different atmosphere 
from that at Jerusalem and must have 


, been much helped by the companion- 


ship of his uncle, Barnabas, and by 
fellowship with such teachers as those 
here mentioned and by the zeal of 
these warm hearted believers. 
They 


ministered to the Lord and fasted. 
The things of this world were nothing 
In comparison with the things of the 
kingdom, and food for the body was 
wholly secondary when the pure bread 
and water of life was to be had. Some 
who read can understand. Although 
it means much to minister to the Lord, 
even a child can do it (I Sam. ill, 1). I 
have often been impressed with this 
in considering the matter of minister- 
ing "to the Lord—that the eight words 
"that they may minister in the priest's 
office" (Ex. xxviii, 2, 3, 4, 41, and many 
other places) are a translation of a 
little Hebrew word of three letters, 
and I have asked myself, Does it take 
as much of earth's language to open 
to us the little words of heaven? For 


' we have no record of any language 


but Hebrew having been spoken by 
the Lord from heaven. 


Well, I am sure-thatoat means more 


than any of us know to "minister to 
the Lord." In the great book of wor- 
ship, Leviticus, it is well to mark the 
phrases '.'unto .-the Lord" and "be- 
fore the Lord," and when they be- 
come daily mottoes with us we shall 
know more of true ministry. While 
they were ministering the Holy Ghost 
said, "Separate Me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto I have called 
them" (verse 2). Here we have the 
whole of these chapters in one sentence 
and the whole of every true Christian 
life set apart for the Lord, separated 
from the world and self and sin, to do 
the will of God, to work the works 
which are beforehand prepared for us 
(Eph. ii, 10; Phil. II, 13; Heb. xiii, 21). 
So they, sent forth by the Holy Ghost, 
departed. When we are sent of God 
we always have His assurance, "Cer- 
tainly I will be with thee" (Ex. Ill, 12; 
Judg. vi, 16), and it Is only by His 
assurance that we will be separated 
from all things and people not of Him 
(Ex. xxxlli, 16; I Kings viil, 53). If 
we would know God as our Father 
and as the Lord Almighty, the mighty 
God who is all sufficient for us. and 
have others see that we are His sons 
and daughters to His glory, He dwell- 
ing in vis and walking in us, we must 
be willing to be separated from all 
things unto Himself (II. Cor. vi, 16-18). 
The Holy Ghost having set them 
apart, the believers -by fasting and 
prayer united with Him in this con- 
secration of their beloved teachers to 
a foreign mission. They might have 
said: We caunoi, spare them. We need 
them, so much here.

A. characteristic of dreams which, as 


the rather materialistic Dr. Clarke 
Bays, "hints at a life that has neither 
beginning nor end and Is bounded by 
no limits which human thoughts can 
compass" is the rapidity with which 
events happen In the dream world. 
Thus, when asleep and dreaming, we 
live an entire lifetime in a minute: 
In a space of time that is scarcely 
more than a second we "jiss through 
experiences that could no*be duplicat- 
ed in this objective sphere In hours, 
perhaps In years. 


Count Lavalette relates that one 


night, when imprisoned and under sen- 
tence of death, he dreamed that he 
stood for five hours at a Paris street 
corner, where he witnessed a con- 
tinuous succession of harrowing scenes 
of blood, every one of which wrought 
his soul to the highest pitch of excite- 
ment.
